With heavy street fighting in 
progress between Chinese police 
and mobs of Chinese coolies who 
last night swarmed into the con- 
cession, the women assembled at 


the American consulate and began 
taking launches to steamers mid- 
stream in the Yangtze river.

Washington, January 5.—Poison 
nlcohol deaths in New York were laid 
directly before the door of Chester 
P, Mills, prohibition director in the 
metropolis today when Representa- 
tive La Guardia, New York, repub- 
‘licean, made his open charges on the 
floor of the house. 

Mills is responsible for diversion 
of poison alcohol and resulting deaths, 
La Guardia declared and added that 
he would prefer charges against the 
director before Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon. 

Aleohol diversions in New York 
could not be made ‘“‘without the knowl- 
edge, if not connivance of the very 
public officials charged by law to 
safeguard public health and to super- 
vise the use of industrial alcohol,’ he 
stated. 

Incompetency Charged. 

“The department has placed a man 

in charge of the New York office who 


has no experience, who cannot pos- 
sibly grapple nor control conditions 
in the metropolitan district,” La 
Guardia said. 

“There can be no doubt that all this 
poison alcohol which was used for 
beverage purposes was diverted from 
legitimate use and could not have 
been diverted to such an extent if the 
official in charge of the New York 
district -was not hopelessly incompe- 
tent or criminally dishonest.” 

The New York member also charged 
the government with conducting a dry 
espionage system which tapped wires 
and developed a blackmailing system 
under direction of Bruce Bielaski.

FIRE BREAKS OUI 


INARMY QUARTERS 


Four Wooden Barracks 
on Governor’s Island 
Destroyed — Eight In- 
jured Fighting Flames. 


New York, January 5.—Fire de- 
stroyed four barracks on Governor's 
Eight men 
were injured fighting the flames, 
which started in headquarters bar- 
racks of the 16th United States in- 
fantry. 

Colonel Edwin Croft, commander of 
the army unit, said the loss would 
total approximately $80,000. 


Flames spread rapidly through the 
wooden structures which had served 


for barracks since 1916, and at one 
time threatened to ignite Castle Wil- 
liam, the island prison, which houses 
621 men. Guards were preparing to 
release their wards when a sudden 
shift in the wind carried the flames in 
the opposite direction. 

Among the injured were five sol- 
diers, one fireman and two coast 
guards, 

From Lower Manhattan the fire 
presented an unusual spectacle for 
thousands of office workers who were 
starting home. Many rushed into 
Battery Park as fire boats and ferrys 
were being dispatched for the island.

COLORADO PRISON 
WARDEN GUARDED 
BY MACHINE GUNS 


Laughs at Governor’s 
Suspension Order and 
Defies Him to Enforce 
His “Cornfield” Laws. 


Denver, Colo., January 5.—(?)— 
Thomas J. Tynan, warden of the state 
penitentiary at Canon City, tonight 
held the commanding position in ef- 
forts by Governor Clarence J. Mor- 
ley to oust him. While the executive 
had issued orders removing Tynan, 
the warden still was in charge of the 
prison surrounded by walls on which 
were mounted machine guns and pa- 
trolled by armed guards. 

“You can say for me—and I don't 
mean maybe—that any one trying to 
break into this prison will get the 
same dose as any one trying to break 
out,”” was Tynan’s ultimatum short- 


ly before Sheriff Clifford R. Glason, 
appointed by Morley as acting war- 
den for the 10 days of Tynan’s sus- 
pension, attempted to serve the exec- 
utive orders. 


> Glasson Is Baffled. 


Glasson appeared at the prison ac- 
companied by Captain B. A. Burton, 
of the Colorado national guard, to 
serve papers, but was told “the pris- 
on is not open today.’’ He then at- 
tempted to get inside under pretense 
of serving divorce papers on & con- 
vict but when he arrived at the gate 
Tynan had the convict there awaiting 
service and the sheriff was refused ad- 
mittance. No one would say what the 
next move would be. 

The fight between Governor Mor- 
ley and Warden Tynan for possession 
of the prison, which had been carried 
on for two years, was intensified to- 
day when Tynan furnished: the Den- 
ver Post a list of 149 paroles and par- 
dons he..said_ Morley ~had-granted -in 
thé ‘last two. Yéars and charged that 
his opposition to this policy lad 
caused the governor .to try to replace 
him. The list contained the names 
of 23 life term convicts, 19 of. whom 
had been sentenced for murder, two 
for attacks on women and two high- 
wayvmen, 

Tynan, in a telegram to the gov- 
ernor today, said: “Your order of so- 
called suspension has reached me and 
amused me very much,” and added: 
“the. governor has no more right to 
suspend the warden of the peniten- 
tiary ‘than the man in the moon.’ ” 

After charging that the executive 
had attempted to put “the Ku Klux 
Klan in the saddle at the Colorado 
penitentiary,” Tynan concluded his 
telegram: 

Defies “Cornfield Laws.” 

“Tf I can be removed legally by you, 
then I will abide by any legal decision 
of the supreme court of the state of 
Colorado, but I will not abide by your 
cornfield laws, but will remain here 
as an officer of the state of Colorado 
and will not besmirch myself as you 
| have done by attempting to put into 
‘effect laws not on the statutes.” 

The suspension of Warden Tynan 
| brought to a bead ihe disagreements

Coolidge today actively. intervened in 
Nicaragua to aid the Diaz regime in 
its struggle to crush the revolutionary 
liberal government set up by Dr. 
Juan B. Sacasa. ; 
Disregarding senatorial protests the 
president: lifted the embargo on the 
shipment of arms to the Diaz govern- 
ment, ordered marines and bluejackets 
and announced that. revolutionary 
forces no longer would be allowed to 
use neutralized zones on the eastern 
ceast as bases of supply. 
The president’s action brushed aside 
all doubt as to the administration's 
policy in Nicaragua and made it clear 
that American forces would be utilized 
not only to protect American lives 
and property in Nicaragua but also 
to insure protection of the Panama 
canal in the interests of safety. 
Requested By Diaz. 
Removal of the embargo on the 


government was taken at the urgent 
request of President Diaz. The em- 
bargo on shipments of arms to Nica- 
ragua went into effect on September 
16, 1926, and provided that special 
export licenses must be granted for 
all exports of munitions. 

Under the new policy of lifting the 
embargo, export licenses will still be 
necessary, but these will be granted te 
the Diaz government. Arms will not 
be shipped to the liberal forces. The 
policy is similar to the one carried out 
by Secretary Hughes during the Mex- 
ican revolutionary troubles in 1924,

FOREIGN WOMEN 
FLEEING HANKOW

British colony is being besieged by 
thousands of infuriated coolies as the 
result of anti-foreign agitation, show 
the situation is growing increasingly 
serious and indicate that the angry 
natives are out of control of the 
Chinese military forces. 

Practically all barricades to the 
concession have been destroyed and a 
consular dispatch says the British 
bund, the principal thoroughfare for 
foreigners along the waterfront there, 
is “unsafe for foreigners.’’ It adds 
that “the situation is very discourag- 
ing. 

A German citizen was stabbed and 
seriously wounded Monday by agi- 
tators within the British concession. 

The British armed forces, feeling 
that it would have been impossible to 
hold the masses without troops. The 
British war memorial opposite the 
consulate was damaged dnd all bar- 
ricades at entrances to the conces- 
sion were demolished. 

Barricades Left Unguarded. 

As a result of a conference yester- 
day between British and Chinese au- 
thorities, by which maintenance of or- 
der was left to the Chinese, British 
marines were not landed, which con- 
sequently left the barricades unguard- 
ed. The coolies, apparently acting un- 
der an organized plan, removed the 
barricades by sections and a gradual 
invasion of the concession started. 

The available British armed force 
was inadequate to deal with the situ- 
ation, and had it not retired in all 
probability it would have been over- 
whelmed, with n great resultant 
danger to the civil population. Brit- 
ish authorities feel that if the marines 
land again there will be dn immediate 
crisis necessitating the use of force. 

In some circles there is a disposi- 
tion to regard the demonstration as 
having been stage-managed by the ex- 
tremist section of the Cantonese gov- 
ernment. The _ incident followed a 
demonstration Monday in which a 
handful of armed British held at bay 
thousands of coolies without firing a 
shot when the nati¥es besieged the 
concessien entrance. 


HUNDREDS OF AMERICANS 
LIVE IN HANKOW. 

Washington, January 5.—(#)—It is 
estimated here that 300 or more Amer- 
icans are living in Hankow or its sub- 
urb: or in Wuchang, across the river 
from Hankow. A considerable number 
of these make their homes in the Brit- 
ish concession, 

Additional American war vessels 
were sent to the Hankow vicinity a 
week or two ago to be ready for pro- 
tection of American nationals and for 
their evacuation should the need 
arise. 

The American consulate at Hankow 
is in the old Russian concession. Ex- 
| tra-territorial rights in connection 
with that concession were surrendered 

by the Russians and the consulate has 
been in an area policed by the Chinese 
| authorities. 
| Dispatches of the last day or two 
have not indicated that the demon- 
| strations and rioting were directed at 
the American consulate or that there 
ihad been any disturbance in its im- 
médiate vicinity. 
DESTROYER FLOTILLA 
IS READY FOR ACTION. 
| London, January 5.—The eighth de- 
| Stroyer flotilla, consisting of a flotilla 
} leader and two divisions of four de- 


| stroyers each, has peen brought to its 
full strength in readiness for service 
in the far east, if it is needed. 


the flotilla now was in reserve in Eu- 
ropean waters, and that no definite 
date had been set for its departure. 

It was stated authoritatively that 
the British intend to keep their resi- 
dents in the concession at Hankow, 
degpite continued anti-British out- 
breaks. Officials have been instruct- 
ed to do their utmost to protect Brit- 
ish interests, always keeping within 
limits of safety. 

“The situation in Hankow is admit- 
tedly ticklish,” it was said today 
While it is hoped to have eased some 
following agreement between British 
and Chinese officials in Shanghai, the 
firing of a few guns might precipi- 
tate trouble on a big scale. 

Extremists among Canton goyern- 
ment officials are blamed for the out- 
breaks in Hankow. The chief fear of 
the British officials is that the Can- 
tonese authorities cannot eontrol the 
increasing mobs of irresponsible Chi- 
nese,

It is useless to say “skate, but 
skate with care.’”’ There is no such 
thing as: Skating “‘with care.”

The length of the road proposed 
would not exceed ten to twelve miles, 
but it ought to be an all-year, paved 


state highway, capable of giving all 
the people a dependable outlet. 

Dade county has always been shut 
out from all communication with its 
sister counties in Georgia. 
ness connections have necessarily been 
more with Tennessee and even Ala-| 
bama, than with Georgia. It is obvi- 
ous that great good would result to 
the state from having a passable moun- 
tain road constructed between the 
counties of Dade‘and Walker, thus giv- 
ing Dade county connection with the 
entire highway system of Georgia and 
with all the activities and interests of 
the state.

-tate that has a 
session only once 
jn four years, un- 
less a special ses- 
sion, such 
quite recent one, is 
called for a specific 
object only. 

The forty-four 
general assemblies, composed of eizhty- 
eight more or less overstocked cham- 
bers, can be trusted to turn out a 
legion of lurid laws for 1927 and on! 

In a majo.ity of the states the 
field of legislation is limited by a 
constitutional provision that only 
laws of general application may be 
enacted. In others, as in Georgia, the 
field is wide open and any fresh act 
about any old thing may be passed. 

Serious students of government, both 
for the nation and the. states, are 
agreed that one of the chief evils of our 


day is the multiplication of laws, but | 


that is one of the characteristics of a 
representative democracy. And there 
is no general rensdy for the evil in 
sight.

The Omnipresent Subject. 
The one subject of debate that will 


'be uppermost in all the legislatures is 
‘that of taxation. 


Always there are 
insistent demands for reductions and 
equalizations. Always there are doc- 
tors of the law and demagogues pro- 
posing plans for tax adjustments. But 
it is the seldomest thing in the world 
that the excise burden is appreciably 
lightened for the common people. 
The reason is obvious. Governments 
have grown steadily and rapidly more 
complex. ‘The people themgelves de- 
mand that the common mechanism and 
the common funds shall do more of the 
things that anciently were done by 
the individual. The churches used to 
be {ho agents of education; now the 
‘ns taken over almost complete-

the deaf, the dumb, 
crippled, the insane and the tuber- 
cular: but now the politicians: make 
them their dependents and constituents. 
The cattle tick, the boll weevil, the 
hog cholera and a_ score of other 
plagues to man and beast have become 
outstanding subjects of both state and 
national legislation and charges upon 
public taxes.

We Must Carry the Load. 

Now, having voluntarily created our. 
Frankenstein we must carry him and 
feed him. We cannot unload him. 


‘The very people who complain about 


his weight and appetite will not al- 
low him to be put off the public 
agenda. So the legislatures are com- 
pelled to wrestle with the incidents 
of his annual upkeep. 

That problem revolves upon the 
principle that taxation “shall be uni- 
form and equal” upon the same class 
of objects. But legislators find great 
difficulty in keeping the principle in- 
tact. Classifications, segregations, 
seyerances, licenses and excises have 
to be adjusted to so many subjects 
from which revenues ought to be and 
must be derived, make the work of 
framing a just and bearable tax sys- 
tem the most difficult in the whole 
realm of government. : 

Today there is not a state in the 
union in which tax reform of some 
sort is not being popularly demanded. 
Any man who wants te enjoy peace of 
mind and an easy job must keep him- 
self out of the legislature. And most 
wise men do keep put of it! 


The Prohibition Problem. 
What the state should do about the

General Andrews, with 
the full sympathy of his supervisors, 
has decided to withdraw his efforts 
and forees from all other features of 
the law than those that involve strict- 
ly federal offenses. Plain bootlegging, 
home brewing and the like are to be 
left entirely subject to local detec- 
tion, prosecution and punishment.

“Atlanta as the 
gateway to the southeast is the focal 
point from which the foreign trade 
of this entire territory must be con- 
trolled. Atlanta is a great distrib- |.

foreign trade. Anything we can do 
to develop larger foreign markets 
means a greater Atlanta,” he said. 

“I hope to see the time come when 
one can step into stores in Beriin. 
Vienna and other European cities and 
buy Atlanta products.”

Mr. Scott, who has been in Ger- 
many almost continuously since the 
close of the war, stated that there was 
a market there for virtually every At- 
lanta product if manufacturers are 
willing to meet conditions.

GAS AND PHONE RATE

Declaring that use of gas for light- 
ing forces the Georgia Railway and 
Power company to maintain a stand- 
ard of 575 British thermal units per 
cubic foot and that this could be re- 
duced 525 and the same efficiency 
for heating and cooking be maintain- 
ed at less cost if gas lighting were 
discontinued, R. C. Turner, city elec- 
trician, Weduesday submitted his an- 
nual report ito council recommending a 
cut in the price of gas and telephone 
service. 

Another feature of the report show- 
ed that 4,702 electrie meters were in- 
stalled in Atlanta last year—a gain 
of 33 per cent over those of 1925. He 
also pointed out that Atlanta has be- 
come the power center of the south 
by completion of several projects by 
the power company in north (seorgia. 

‘“Large power lines bring the cur- 
rent to Atlanta and that which is not 
consumed here is rerouted to the 
southeastern section of the state,’ Mr. 
Turner said. ; 

“The power company has recognized 
the inefficiency of use of gas for 
lighting purposes and is now discour- 
aging its use fer this. I recommend 
that the company reduce the thermal 
unit, if it will agree to slash the price 
of gas in crder to permit more. gen- 
eral use of this product for heating 
and cooking. If the unit is reduced, 
more by-products can be produced at 
a less cost also. 

“The telephone company last year 
paid 20 per cent on its investment. 
This largely was on account of the 
introduction of automatic switching 
machines. This company should re- 
duce its charge so that more persons 
would use telephones. At present the 
publie is net using them as it should, 
and I believe this is due to the high 
rate charged for the service.”

Twenty-Six Players 
Face ‘Swede’ Risberg 


Risberg Relates Story of Alleged “Frameup” to Commis- 
sioner at Dramatic Hearing — Box Scores Are 
Brought Into Case to Prove Charges.

Landis for the second time today that he and Arnold “Chick” Gandil 
collected $45 from every member of the White Sox team in 1917 to 
pay the Detroit ball club for throwing four games to the White Sox in 
twin double-headers played on September 2 and 3 of that year. 


Risberg told his story for the first 
time on New Year's Day. Today he 
repeated it in the presence of 26 of 
the players he accuses of complicity 
in the frame up. 

And after his tale was told Ris- 
perg leaned back in his chair and 
heard the 26 ball players call his a 
liar. 

It was 26 against one. 

As the parade of the 26 accused 
moved up and down from the wit- 
ness box and the shadows shut from 
sight his view of the lake through the 
biz window at his elbow, Risberg sat, 
motionless, and grinned. He heard 
his story denied by baseball stars of 
the present and baseball companions 
of his past. 
new manager of the Pirates, shake 
his _ in his face and challenge him 
to fight. He heard Eddie Collins’ 
voice break as he shouted “It’s a 
damn lie,” but the grin never left 
Risberg’s face. 

Risberg Nervous. 

Nervous he puffed cigarettes and 
stared out of the window or at Judge 
Landis. 

And as he left the room he was 
pepeating : 

“They can call me what they want 
to but I told the truth.” 

It was the most unusual hearing in 
the history of baseball. 

At the east end of his long, nar- 
row private office sat Landis, the 
federal judge who resigned to rule 
haseball and draws $65,000 a year 
for doing it. He had donned a 
winged collar for the occasion which 
seemed even starchier and higher than 
is his wont to wear. At times during 
his examination of the ball players 
he leaned forward in his chair and 
waved a forefinger menacingly under 
their noses. At other times he bark- 
ed questions while pacing up and 
down behind the desk. 

At the judge’s left sat Leslie 
O'Connor, his $12,000 a_ year 
secretary. At O’Connor’s left was 
the witness box. And up against the 
wall on a line with Landis sat Ris- 
berg. 

The room was packed. Forty news- 
papermen were clustered around a 
long table. A score of baseball play- 
ers were standing in the aisles, The 
room was cloudy with smoke. 

The newspapermen and Landis had 
been waiting for half an hour before 
Risberg walked in. The judge mo- 
tioned him to the witness box. 

“Be seated,” he commanded. Ris- 
berg gave his name to the official 
stenographers and the hearing began. 

Asks For Statement. 

“Risberg,” said Landis, “on New 
Year's Day you made charges about 
sloughed baseball games and a _ pool 
which the White Sox raised to pay 
Detroit for throwing four games. Tell 
that story again.” 

Risberg stared down at the row of 
ball players seated in front of him. 
There was Eddie Collins and Ray 
Schalk, his teammates until baseball 
in 1920 declared him an outcast be- 
cause of implication in the fake world 
series of the preceding year. 

There was Ty Cobb, former man- 
ager of Detroit, now under a cloud 
with Tris Speaker, on charges of a 
gambling deal on a fake game. And 
there was George Dauss, the Detroit 
pitcher, Clarence Rowland, the former 
Sox manager and now an American 
league umpire. 

Risberg fixed his eyes on Rowland 
and began: 

“In 1917 we were playing Detroit, 
in two doubleheaders. One was on 
Laor day, the second of September, 
the other on the third. 


“I was informed by Clarence Row- | 


land before the series that everything 
was all fixed, and we won four ball 
games from Detroit. 

“About two weeks afterward we 
(meaning the White Sox). were in 
the Ansonia hotel, New York, and 
we took up a colfection of $45 apiece 
to pay toward the Detroit pitchers, 
mostly, for ‘sloughing’ that series to 
the Chicago ball club in the Chicago 
games. 

Collected the Money. 


“Chick Gandil collected some of the 
money. I eollected a little. ‘Red’ Fa- 
ber wrote out a check for four or five 
of the Chicago boys. The check was 
cashed at the Ansonia hotel. 

“We (he later explained this meant 
himself and Gandil) were given per- 
mission to go to Philadelphia to give 
this money to James. (Bill James 
‘Was a pitcher on the Detroit team.) 

“We met James in a room at the 
Aldin hotel, called him outside into 
th echall, and gave James the money. 
He said ‘Howard’—meaning Howard 
Ehmke—wanted his share. We then 
went to a saloon around the corner.” 

That was the text of Risber's story. 

Landis then began an examination 
that seemed to baffle Risberg as it

Risberg recalled that the remark 
that he says Rowland made came 4s 
the two were approaching the White 
Sox dugout before the first game of 
that twin doubleheader. He admitted 
that no mention was then made about 
money, and that he could not recall 


who made the suggestion about col- 
| lecting the pool. Neither could he re- 
‘call when the money suggestion was 
first made. 

Risberg’s only recollection on the 
raising of the money for the Detroit 
pitchers was that the collection was 
begun when the White Sox team 
reached New York near the end of 
the season. 

Blamed Pitchers. 

Then Landis began asking him for 
statements on what he saw in the 
alleged framed games that looked pe- 
culiar. Risberg’s oft-repeated answer 
was that he thought the Detroit pitch- 
ers weren’t “hearing down.’’ But as 
the name of the pitchers who worked 
for Detroit in that four-game series 
were read off to him from the box 
scores he was unable to point to any 
one time at which the pitcher eased 
up. 

His one other suggestion as to why 
he believed Detroit wasn’t trying to 


win was that there was a lot of base | 


stealing by the White Sox. 

When Risberg was asked if he 
heard any remark by a Chicago player 
during those games which indicated to 
him that the Chicagoans knew the 
games were fixed he cited a statement 
he said came from Eddie Collins. 

At one time in the third game, Ris- 
berg said, Dyer, playing shortstop for 
Detroit, booted a ground ball. “It 
seemed like he went to retrieve it 
again and booted it for the second 
time,’”’ Risberg said. 

“That is when I heard Eddie Col- 
lins say, ‘That is terrible.’ ” 

Landis then asked Risberg if at 
any time in the weeks which followed 
the alleged “thrown series” and the 
alleged pay-off, he heard any White 
Sox player talk about the “thrown 
games.’ And Risberg admitted, 
grudgingly, that he didn’t. 

Asked To Keep Quiet. 

In closing his accusations Risberg 
declared that Rowland met him on 
Michigan boulevard in 1920 and ad- 
jured: 

“For God's sake, don’t mention that 
mi series,”’
